Commencement  Speakers  Announced 


The  Seventieth  annual  Commencement 
speakers  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  will  be 
Dr.  William  Howard  Plemmons,  President 
of  Appalachian's  State  Teachers  College, 
who  will  deliver  the  commencement  ad- 
dress on  Monday,  June  5;  Dr.  Frederick 
Eppling  Reinartz,  President  of  the  Luth- 
eran Theological  Southern  Seminary,  will 
speak  to  the  graduating  class  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  June  4,  in  the  P.  E.  Monroe 
Auditorium  when  he  will  deliver  the 
baccalaureate  sermon. 

The  alumni  speaker  will  be  Mr.  Robert 
J.  Alander,  advertising  director  of  the 
Charlotte  Observer. 

Dr.  Plemmons  is  a  native  of  Buncombe 
County,  North  Carolina  and  has  been 
associated  in  the  field  of  education  since 
1928.  He  received  his  A.M.  from  Duke 
University  and  his  Ph.D.  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  and  a  LL.D.  from 
Wake  Forest  College. 

The  commencement  speaker  is  very 
active  in  civic  affairs  and  is  a  deacon  in 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  Boone. 

Dr.  Reinartz,  the  baccalaureate  speaker, 
has  just  recently  been  appointed  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Southern  Seminary,  Columbia, 
S.  C.  He  served  as  secretary  of  the  United 
Lutheran  Church  of  America  since  1947 
before  accepting  this  presidency.  Reinartz 
is  a  former  president  of  the  National 
Lutheran  Council  and  has  been  very 
active  as  a  leader  of  his  church  since  he 
graduated  from  Gettysburg  College,  Get- 
tysburg, Penna. 

The  Southern  Seminary  president  has 
studied  at  the  Lutheran  Theological  Sem- 
inary at  Philadelphia  where  he  received 
his  Bachelor  of  Divinity  Degree  and  his 
Master  of  Cared  Theology  Degree.  He  also 
studied  at  Harvard  University  under  a 
graduate  fellowship,  and  was  later  award- 
ed honorary  degrees  by  Gettysburg  Col- 


lege and  Wagner  College. 

Mr.  Alander,  the  alumni  speaker,  has 
been  associated  with  the  Knight  Publish- 
ing Company  for  a  long  period  of  time 
prior  to  his  appointment  as  advertising 
director  of  the  Charlotte  Observer,  he 
was  advertising  director  of  the  Miami 
Daily  News.  He  has  also  been  associated 
with  the  Charlotte  News  from  1949  until 


Robert  A.  Sigmon,  Supt.  of  Bldg.  and 
Grounds,  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  was 
recently  elected  president  of  the  North 
Carolina  Chapter  of  the  Southeastern 
Regional  Association  of  Physical  Plant 
Administrators  of  Universities  and  Col- 
leges.

LIPPARD  ID  RHYME  WILL 
CEIVE  HONORARY  DEGREES 


Lenoir  Rhyne  College  will  award  two 
honorary  degrees  at  its  70th  commence- 
ment June  5,  1961.  The  recipients  are  Dr. 
Sidney  White  Rhyne  of  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Mr.  Albert  Wike  Lip- 
pard of  Morganton,  North   Carolina. 

Dr.  Rhyne  will  receive  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  and  Mr.  Lippard 
will  receive  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity. 

Dr.  Rhyne  is  at  present  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Parish  Education 
of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  of  America 
and  he  has  served  the  church  in  various 
capacities  since  1922.  Dr.  Rhyne  attended 
Davidson  College,  Roanoke  College,  the 
Lutheran  Theological  Seminary,  Columbia, 
South  Carolina,  and  participated  in  grad- 
uate training  Grenoble  University,  Gre- 
noble, France  and  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity, Evanston,  Illinois. 

Mr.  Lippard  is  at  present  Chaplain  of 
BroughtOn  Hospital,  Morganton,  North 
Carolina  where  he  has  held  this  position

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Lenoir  Rhyne  Goes  Electronic! 


The  sound  control  room  in  the  Mauney 
Music  Building  contains  an  eight  channel 
GATES  speech  input  console  capable  o£ 
broadcasting  and  recording  on  the  grand 
scale.  Coupled  with  the  four  rooms  in  the 
building  which  are  acoustically  treated 
and  wired  for  broadcasting  and  recording 
the  plant  has  infinite  possibilities. 

In  the  sound  room  it  is  possible  to 
play  recorded  material  (tape  or  disc) 
either  stereo  or  monaural  into  any  of 
the  four  rooms  -  -  -  the  band  room,  the 
choral  room-recital  hall,  the  organ  studio, 
or  a  large  ensemble  room  on  the  second 
floor  known  as  Studio  26.  In  addition, 
background  music  may  be  played  into 
the  lobby  which  is  often  used  for  recep- 
tions and  teas.  The  equipment  in  the  sound 
control  room  is  capable  of  feeding  one 
program,  an  organ  recital  for  instance; 
to  a  local  radio  station  for  broadcast 
while,  at  the  same  time  recordings  are 
being  made  of  a  rehearsal  of  the  col- 
lege band  or  choir.  Diagnostic  recordings 
of  both  the  band  and  choir  have  and  are 
being  made  in  stereo  which  has  been 
found  to  be  superior  as  a  teaching  tool. 

The  photos  (in  the  sound  room)  show 
Robin  Gatwood  at  the  control  console 
while  Robert  Land,  a  music  major  from 
Washington,  D.  C,  doing  the  announcing 
chores  for  a  live  organ  broadcast  which 
is  aired  weekly  over  radio  station  WHKY 
in  Hickory. 

In  the  same  photo  the  band  room  may 
be  seen  on  the  left  through  the  large 
window  and  the  choral  room -recital  hall 
may  be  seen  on  the  right.  Microphones 
in  these  two  large  rooms  terminate  at  the 
console. 

In  another  photo,  Robin  Gatwood  is 
shown  timing  the  selections  that  will  be 
used  on  a  college  broadcast.  The  com- 
plexity of  the  control  panel  is  apparent. 
Each  of  the  knobs  in  the  foreground  con- 
trols a  microphone  or  the  output  from  a 
turntable  or  tape  recorder.  At  the  far 
end  of  the  console  proper  is  located  the 


speaker  selection  panel  through  which 
programs  may  be  routed  to  various  points 
in  the  building.  Eventually  this  may  in- 
clude the  routing  of  programs  to  points 
over  the  campus  -  -  -  -  Student  Union 
Building,  Ad.  Bldg.  etc. 

In  still  another  photo,  Robert  Land  is 
shown  in  the  act  of  doing  a  news  com- 
mentary from  Studio  26.  This  was  re- 
corded as  a  pilot  tape  for  possible  regular 
use  through  a  local  radio  station.  This 
same  studio  is  used  as  the  point  of  orig- 
ination for  the  taping  of  programs  for 
and  by  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  As  is  evident  in 
the  photos,  the  facilities  have  been  plan- 
ned to  include  such  necessary  details  as 
warning   lights    and   quality   microphones. 

An  unusual  feature  of  the  music  build- 
ing is  the  equipment  that  is  used  for 
music  listening.  In  the  record  library 
there  are  turntables  and  amplifiers  de- 
signed to  feed  recorded  music  out  to  any 
of  four  practice  rooms  along  the  second 
floor  corridor.  Students  turn  in  cards 
listing  numbers  they  wish  to  hear.  Music 
department  help  them  find  the  records 
in  the  file  and  play  them,  on  the  proper 
equipment,  so  they  may  be  heard  in  the 
listening  rooms.  The  college  music  de- 
partment has  a  growing  library  of  LP 
records  as  well  as  a  number  of  rather 
rare  78  rpm  recordings.  These  are  used 
in  classes  of  music  history,  appreciation, 
music  education,  sight  singing  and  dic- 
tation, conducting,  and  orchestration.  In 
addition,  recordings  are  used  in  private 
and  class  lessons  to  set  high  standards 
of  performance. 

In  the  photo  (the  class)  Miss  Thelrria 
Rast  of  the  music  faculty  is  shown  using 
still  another  unusual  type  of  equipment 
that  was  designed  and  built  especially  for 
use  in  the  Mauney  Music  Building.  Each 
classroom  and  teaching  studio  is  equipped 
with  a  good  quality,  high-fidelity  speaker 
which  is  mounted  on  the  wall  near  the 
ceiling.    One  speaker  may  be  seen  in  the 
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photo  —  upper  left  — .  On  the  cart  which 
may  be  moved  from  room  to  room  is 
mounted  a  turntable,  an  amplifier,  and  a 
tape  recorder.  Records  may  be  played,  as 
n  the  photo,  pre-recorded  tapes  may  be 
3layed,  and  tape  recordings  of  class  pro- 
cedures and  performances  may  be  made 
and  played  back.  Thus,  fine,  high  quality 
recorded  music  is  available  in  all  class- 
rooms and  studios  with  a  minimum  of 
cost.  The  reproducing  equipment  on  the 
:art  may  be  duplicated  as  need  arises. 
Shown  in  the  photo  with  Miss  Rast  are 
Robert  Land,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  Miss 
3arbara  Deal  of  Landis  (?),  Miss  Norma 
Sloop  of  ?  ?  ?,  and  Dale  Harmon  of  ?  ?  ? 
ill  Music  Majors. 

An  unusual  feature  of  the  equipment  in 
he  music  building  is  the  fact  that  the 
equipment  in  the  sound  room  is  coupled 
;o  and  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
he  fine  equipment  in  the  Monroe  Audi- 
orium.  On  several  occasions  the  equip- 
nent  in  the  music  building  has  been  used 
o   make    stereo    tape    recordings  of   pro- 


grams in  progress  in  the  auditorium  at 
he  same  time  that  the  program  was  being 
-ecorded  monaurally  in  the  auditorium, 
further,  program  from  the  music  building 
nay  be  piped  to  the  auditorium  in-as- 
nuch  as  the  auditorium  is  connected  to 
;he  music  building  console  as  a  remote 
station.  Broadcasts  from  the  auditorium 
*o  through  the  music  building  control 
'oom  for  transmission  to  local  radio  sta- 
ions.  There  are  provisions  on  the  console 
ror  the  eventual  addition  of  facilities  in 
;he  Student  Union  Building  and  the  pro- 
Dosed  College  Chapel.  Studio  and  con- 
;rol  room  wise  Lenoir  Rhyne  has  facilities 
and  equipment  superior  to  many  radio 
stations  in  the  state.  If  and  when  the  col- 
ege  should  decide  to  enter  the  education- 
al radio  field  or,  for  that  matter,  the  com- 
mercial field  -  -  -  half  of  the  necesary 
plant,  studios  and  control  center,  are  al- 
ready operative.  Only  a  transmitter  need 
oe  added.  In  the  meantime,  local  radio 
outlets  have  been  most  cooperative  and 
the  college  is  equipped  to  produce  tapes 
tor    distribution    to    radio    stations    any- 


where  in   the  world. 

At  the  present  time  the  Monday  morn- 
ing convocation  is  being  tape  recorded  for 
delayed -broadcast  over  the  facilities  of 
Radio  Station  WHKY  in  Hickory,  at  7:30 
Monday  evening  AM  and  FM.  A  live 
organ  program  is  also  broadcast  over  the 
facilities  of  WHKY  from  the  Mauney 
Music  Building  each  Saturday  morning  at 
8:30.  The  program  features  students  of 
Miss  Helen  Stahler  as  well  as  area  organ- 
ists who  serve  in  local  churches.  These 
programs  are  receiving  favorable  com- 
ment from  a  wide  area. 

A  student,  campus  news  program  is 
contemplated  as  well  as  a  variety  pro- 
gram and  a  news  commentary  featuring 
members  of  the  faculty.  Too,  a  program  of 
serious  music  with  comments  by  members 
of  the  music  faculty  is  planned  for  pos- 
sible release  in  the  fall. 

The  equipment  in  the  music  building 
is  being  used  extensively  by  members  of 
the  music  department  and  the  famed 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  Choir  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Kenneth  B.  Lee  has 
made  extensive  use  of  the  tape  recording 
equipment  for  diagnostic  purposes. 

The  equipment  was  planned  and  install- 
ed under  the  direction  of  Robin  F.  Gat- 
wood  of  the  music  faculty  who  also  built 
and  installed  some  of  it  personally. 

The  equipment  was  included  as  a  part  of 
the  over- all  contract  on  the  music  build- 
ing which  was  a  gift  of  Dr.  W.  K.  Mauney.

EMINENT   ALUMNI    VISITS    CAMPUS 


Dr.  Karl  C.  Garrison,  professor  of  Ed- 
ucation at  the  University  of  Georgia  and 
one  of  the  nation's  leading  psychologists, 
visited  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  campus 
on  April  18.  Dr.  Garrison,  who  is  an 
alumnus  of  Lenoir  Rhyne,  received  his 
Ph.D.  at  George  Peabody  College,  Nash- 
ville, Term.  He  is  the  author  of  several 
leading  college  textbooks,  with  three  oi 
these  especially  in  prominence:  "Psychol- 
ogy of  Adolescence",  "Growth  and  De- 
velopment" and  "Psychology  of  Except- 
ional Children".  The  latter  has  been  used 
as  a  text  in  the  psychology  department 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne  for  many  years. 

While  on  the  campus,  Dr.  Garrison  ad- 
dressed one  of  the  classes  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
which  studies  the  education  of  exception- 
al children.  This  class  is  taught  by  Dr. 
Roy  Ullman  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  psychology 
department. 

Dr.  Garrison  explained  that  he  is  cur- 
rently engaged  in  a  research  project 
studying  the  relationship  of  children  and 


their  behavior.  He  emphasized  that  his 
study  when  completed  will  involve  the 
child's  self-concept  especially  related  to 
four  approaches:  The  kind  of  person  the 
child  thinks  he  is;  how  he  is  rated  by 
others;  what  the  child  thinks  others  think 
of  him;  and  the  kind  of  person  he  would 
like  to  be.  Dr.  Garrison  stressed  the  point 
that  the  child  lives  the  role  of  what  he 
actually  thinks  he  is. 

The  noted  author  stopped  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  upon  the  request  of  Dr.  Ullman. 
Dr.  Garrison  and  Dr.  Ullman  have  just  re- 
turned from  the  seventh  annual  meeting 
of  the  Southeastern  Psychological  Asso- 
ciation,  held   at   Gatlinburg,    Tennessee. 

Dr.  Garrison  was  a  guest  of  Dr.  Ullman 
during  the  lunch  hour  of  the  Catawba 
Valley  Opportunity  School,  where  they 
observed  the  children  at  work. 

Dr.  Garrison  is  a  native  of  Lincoln 
county  and  he  plans  to  return  tomorrow 
to  Athens,  Georgia,  where  he  makes  his 
residence.

Votes  To  Merger 

The  North  Carolina  Synod  in  their 
157th  Annual  Meeting  in  Charlotte  this 
spring  approved  the  merger  with  three 
other  Lutheran  Bodies,  they  are  August- 
ana  Lutheran  Church,  the  American 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  and  the 
Finnish  Evangelical  Lutheran   Church. 

ULCA  entrance  into  the  merger  hinges 
on  ratification  by  at  least  22  of  its  32 
synods.  The  N.  C.  Synod  was  the  third 
to  vote  on  the  proposal.  It  was  approved 
unanimously. 

The  merger,  if  approved  by  enough 
ULCS  synods  and  by  the  other  Lutheran 
bodies,  will  result  in  the  creation  of  a 
3,250,000-member  church  to  be  known  as 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  and  will 
be  the  largest  Lutheran  Church  in  North 
America. 

The  constituting  convention  of  the  pro- 
posed church  is  set  for  June,  1962,  in 
Detroit,  Mich.  The  new  church  would 
become  operational  on  January  1,  1963.
